the Name of Muſcovy is ſuppoſed to be derived 4 
from-Mefech, the Son of Zaphet ; but this laſt 
ſeems to be a mere Conjecture built on a very 
ſlender Foundation. The Muſcovites reckon a 1 
Creation of the World, which uſed to be their 
common ra, to have been above 7200 Years 
ago, more than 1300 Years before the Time 
fixed by all other Chriſtian Nations, without be- 
ing able to give any Manner of Reaſon for thus 
ditfering from them. They uſed alſo to reckon 
the firſt Day of their Year the firſt of the Month 
September, and kept it with great Solemnity, if 
til] forced to do otherwiſe, as we ſhall ſee here- x 
after: Their Notion was, that it was more likely 
that God created the World with the Fruits of 
the Earth in full Maturity and Perfection than at 
a Time when the Face of Nature was covered 
over with Ice and Snow, without conſidering 
that what is Winter with them is Spring, or Au- 
tumn in ſome other Parts of the Globe. The | 
longeſt Day in the South Part of Muſcovy is fif - 
den 
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teen Hours and a half; and in the North, it 
may be ſaid, to be two Months, the Sun not 
ſetting in that Time when near the Summer 
Solſtice. | | 

The Air in theſe Climates, in the Winter The ſharp- 
' Seaſon, is ſo exceſſively cold, eſpecially towards neſs of the Air, 
the North, that many feel its Effects, by the 
Loſs of their Hands, Feet and Noſes; and this 
Misfortune is the more inevitable, if they come 
too haſtily near a Fire, the Cauſe of which, as 
my Lord Bacon, obſerves, is, for that the 
* few Spirits that remain in thoſe Parts, are 
e ſuddenly drawn forth, and ſo Putrefaction is 
* completed: But Snow put upon the Part will 
< prevent this, becauſe it preſerveth thoſe Spi- 
s rits that remain till they revive”. In this 
Part of the Country Water ſprinkled upwards 
with the Hand will freeze before it fall to the 
Ground ; Birds, as they fly in the Air, will fall 
down and die, and Men, travelling in Sledges, 
come frozen to Death into the Cities and Towns; 
the Snow and Ice are on the Earth generally for 
nine Months of the Year ; the Ice on the Rivers 
is above five Feet thick, and is not melted till 
ſome Time after the Snow is gone : This cold 
Weather begins in Auguſt and continues till May, 
during which Time every Body 1s wrapt up in 
Furs, The Land is very barren except on the 
South- Weſt Side near Poland, where they have 
ſeveral Sorts of Grain in great Plenty, and from 
the extreme Heat of the Summer, immediately 
tollowing the Cold, they have their Harveſt in 
about two Months after their Land is ploughed, 
lowing in May and reaping in July: The Soil 
needs no Dung, the Snow ſupplying the Place 
of that, and all other Manure. They have ſome. 

B 2 very 
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very good Fruits, eſpecially Melons. I cannot 
forbear taking Notice in this Place, of a moſt 
extraordinary Plant, which is mentioned by ſe- 
veral Authors, and ſaid to be found near Sama- 
ra, Aſtracan and Caſan, it grows in the Sha 
of a Lamb; they affirm, that the Graſs Withers 
near it, as if eaten by it, that when it ts ripe the 
Stump grows dry, and the Fruit is covered with 
a certain hairy Skin, reſembling Wool, which, 
being prepared, makes a good E ur-Lining 3 3 the 
Wolves devour it, becauſe it is like a Lamb, 
therefore the Muſeovites name it Bonnaretz, that 
is, little Lamb, and others Zoophyton, or Ani- 
mal Plant. Fulius Scaliger, mentioning this 
Plant,“ ſays the Fruit grows till the Graſs fails 
it, and that it dies not but for want of Nouriſh- 
ment. He adds that no Beaſt will feed on it, 
but the Wolf, and that it is uſed as a Bait to take 
him. | 

As to other Fruits, M. Cornelias Le Bruyn, 
in one Part of his Travels, ſpeaks of a kind of 
Gooſeberry, with which the Woods about MA. 
cow are full, it is called Coſtenit/a, and is of a 
very pleaſant acid Taſte, they are eaten with 
Honey, or Sugar like Strawberries z there is 
allo another Sort of them, called Bruſnitſa, lar- 
ger than the other, great Quantities of which 
are carried every Year to Moſcow, where the 
Ruſſians put them into Tubs and Caſks of Wa- 
ter, all the Summer, and then draw a Liquor 
from them, which is very refreſhing and plea- 
ſant, eſpecially when {ſweetened with Honey and 
Sugar. The ſame Author, in another Place, 
ſpeaks of an extraordinary Sort of Turnips, of 
various Colours, and ſurprizing Beauty, theſe 
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he ſound among the Samoi eds, ſome were of a 
purple Colour, ſome grey and white, and ſome 
yellowiſh flriked with a red like Vermillion, 
and more pleaſant to the Sight than a Carnation. 
The Country in general abounds with Foreſts, 
8 Marſhes, Lakes, Pools, and Deſarts; but theſe 
afford great Plenty of Wild-Fowl, Fiſh, and 


urs of Wild Beaſts for Cloathing. There is, 
in this Country, a moſt prodigious Plenty of 
Wild Game, and the Ryfians have particular- 
ly one Sort of Hares, in great Numbers, which 
have ſomething very wonderful in their Nature, 
and that is, that every Winter they turn as 
white as the Snow on the Ground, and in the 
Spring become of the ſame Colour with our 
== Hares in England. Near Petzora, a Province 
in the Northern Part of Muſcovy, they take a 
=s Fiſh, called Morſa, with the Teeth of which 
they make Handles of Knives and Cymeters. 
Some of the Lakes in this Country, which are 
Wy chiefly occaſioned by the melted Snows, are 
above Fifty Leagues long; thoſe of Ladega 
and Onega, near Finland, are two of the largeſt 
in Europe. The numerous Swarms of Gnats 
and Flies, produced by the intenſe Heat of the 
un on theſe Pools and ſtanding Waters, make 
che Summer Seaſon, in M ſcovy, almoſt as 
a troubleſome to Travellers as the Winter. The 
chief Towns in this vaſt Empire are, Moſcoco, 
Pelerſburgb, Wolodimer, Novogorod, Smelenſko, 
Caan, Bulgar, Aſtracan, Wologda, Pleſkoww, 
Ran, Fereſlaw, Pereſlaw, Arch-Angel, and 
st.
